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PREFACE TO BOOK V 


The contents of this book consist entirely of songs, all necessary theoretical 
matter having been completed in Book Four. Pupils who have carefully 
worked through Books One, Two, Three, and Four, should experience but little 
difficulty in reading the music of Book Five. Should any special difficulties 
arise, however, they may be overcome by the aid of the piano. 

The lessons taught in the previous books with regard to tone, voice-training, 
and artistic rendition should be observed, and all harshness and forcing of the 
voice be avoided. 

The songs in this book are of a varied nature — tuneful and interesting, 
and unsurpassed in musical “ content.’”” They embrace those suitable for 
ordinary class work, for special choir and demonstration purposes, and for 
community use. They are all harmonized or have pianoforte accompani- 
ments; but it should be noted that the majority of the part-songs can be 
sung in unison if desired. The songs which are harmonized in four parts should 
be sung, generally, in unison, as, of course, it is not intended that pupils in the 
grades should attempt four-part singing. The harmonies, however, may be 
found useful in High Schools, in Normal Schools, and in the home; they can 
also be played on the piano. 

It is hoped that a large number of the songs will be committed to memory, 
so that when an opportunity arises for community-singing there will always 
be a hearty and adequate response.
